Beginners' orchestra 

One of the three divisions in the department of music at Sweetwater, the first 
orchestra, that is, the one for beginners, is the least known in the community because 
it takes little part in the musical life of the school. It plays, however, a very important 
and necessary part in the development of material for the Symphony Orchestra, since, 
in it, students serve an apprenticeship, as it were, in preparation for the membership 
in the Symphony Orchestra. Those students who have had no musical training before 
they enroll in this course, are here taught the fundamental principles of music by a 
system which Mr. Seebold has developed during the years he has served as musical 
director at Sweetwater. Although the Beginners’ Orchestra does not often play in 
public, it took part in the seventh annual concert, given May 1, in the auditorium. 

After a student shows that he is taking his work seriously and proves himself 
ready for promotion, he is allowed to enroll for his second year’s work in music in 
the Symphony Orchestra, composed, generally, of about seventy members, among 
whom are some who have been in one or another of the musical organizations of the 
school for four years. 

A great musician once said that every boy and girl should, at some time during 
his school days, belong to an orchestra, not alone because he would thereby gain a 
knowledge and appreciation of good music but because, through his membership in 
such an organization, he also learns a most valuable lesson in citizenship, that he is 
an individual in society, and a subordinate to a leader. If such is the case, that is 
reason enough for an organization such as the Symphony Orchestra. 
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Symphony band 

In the parlance of the publicity salesman, the Symphony Band has done much to 
“sell” Sweetwater to the community,when its members have generously given their 
services for the entertainment of many of the civic organizations of the district. 
Among those societies which have enjoyed the music of these students under “Jim¬ 
mie’s” smiling direction are the National City Kiwanis and the Chula Vista Rotary 
club. Through the contacts made in this manner, those who are members of these 
and other clubs become more interested in the school because they learn something 
about the activities of the student body, and become acquainted with some of the 
srudents themselves. Undoubtedly a feeling of pride stirs in the hearts of these men 
and women when they listen to such an organization, which they, as taxpayers, have 
had a part in producing. Perhaps, envy, too, is in their hearts, envy of these fortunate 
boys and girls who have so many more advantages in their school life than they, 
their parents, had. 

Not only for the public does the Band give its services, but for the student body 
also. Especially at the games it plays to give “pep” and courage to the team and 
spectators. The boom of the horns singing “The Gang’s All Here” serves as a re¬ 
viving tonic to the flagging spirits of the players. Frequently, between halves of a 
game, the Band leads a serpentine march of enthusiastic students. 

The Band instrumentation is composed of students who are enrolled in one of the 
various courses offered in the music department. Those who are included in the Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra as well as in the Band had the opportunity of playing this year 
when the Orchestra presented a program for Governor Rolph at the Encinitas Flower 
Show, and later, a broadcast program over KGB, winning new friends for Sweetwater. 
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CTIVITIES 


The activities of our school in the past year 
have been the result of student cooperation as 
well as individual effort. They have shown the 
people of the district, who are interested in our 
welfare, what we, as a school and as individ¬ 
uals, are accomplishing. Such a spirit of unity 
and helpfulness has largely contributed to the 
progress and high attainments of Sweetwater, 
for only through such a spirit can a school grow 
in its activities and be of efficient service in the 
community. 

The dramatic activities of Sweetwater have 
been one of the most important examples of 
combined student effort, and are always well 
supported and enthusiastically received. Our 
success in the National Oratorical contest is 
another example of our inter-scholastic activi¬ 
ties. 

Such activities develop the initiative of the 
student, give him poise and self-confidence, 
which is so essential in society, give him an op¬ 
portunity to express himself in public, make 
him resourceful, and teach him to work in har¬ 
mony with those with whom he comes in con¬ 
tact. 

As the student body activities are outside the 
regular curriculum, the proficiency shown in 
their development is all the more credit to the 
students who apply their energy and interest 
beyond their school work.

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Athletics 


“A clean mind in a clean body” is an ideal 
which the fathers and mothers of any com¬ 
munity strive to bring about for their sons and 
daughters. Motivated by this ideal, the citizens 
of this community have provided for the stu¬ 
dents of Sweetwater a department of physical 
education which enables them to enjoy clean 
sports and develop a wholesome attitude 
toward life. 

In the girls’ physical education classes, the 
girls learn how to play healthful games and are 
instructed in folk dancing. They also have ex¬ 
ercises which greatly aid in building a strong, 
clean body. 

The boys play more strenuous games and com¬ 
pete with other schools in basketball, football, 
baseball, track and minor sports. In both groups, 
sportsmanship, cooperation, and friendship are 
developed. 

Sweetwater needs a new gymnasium so that 
the physical education work, now so well be¬ 
gun, can be carried on to the best advantage. 
The present quarters are inadequate, owing to 
the continual growth of the school, a situation 
for which no further provision has been made 
since the present builaing was erected. Roomy 
quarters and conveniences are an inspiration to 
the best work of instructors and students, and 
we may confidently expect that, with them, the 
athletic honors for Sweetwater will continue to 
be achieved as in years past. 
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Girls’ physical education 

There are several different types of physical education given to the girls at Sweet¬ 
water. Under Miss Roberts’ able instruction, two different courses are offered, regular 
physical education and dancing. Since the facilities for instruction in these lines are 
not adequate, it is hoped that soon the citizens of the community, realizing the need 
of a gymnasium, will vote the bonds necessary for a building to serve for that purpose. 

A program has been arranged which provides for physical education activities. 
On Monday, Wednesday and Friday,games are played. On Tuesday and Thursday, 
instruction is given in folk dancing and formal exercises. One day is also set aside 
on which the different divisions—Juniors, Seniors and Sophomores—are given a 
health lecture by Miss Smith. Basketball, volleyball, tennis and indoor baseball are 
among the games played by the girls in the physical education classes. Volleyball is 
played during the first quarter. All those who receive three ones in volleyball may 
play basketball the second quarter. During the third and fourth quarters, the girls 
usually play indoor baseball. Tennis is played during the entire year. The girls who 
wish to play, may sign up to play one day a week. Miss Roberts instructs them in 
the rules of all the games, on which they must pass a test. The games are also in¬ 
tended to encourage a spirit of sportsmanship in the girls. Formal exercises are also 
included in the routine of the course, as are beneficial exercises and marching. On 
each day when formal exercises are given, one girl volunteers to lead the girls in the 
muscular exercises, with the accompaniment of music in march time. The girls learn 
to march properly also. The Grand March and many marching commands are included 
in the instruction. “Reap the Flax,’’ “The Irish Jig,” “Ace of Diamonds,’’ “Pea- 
scods’’ and “Schebogar” are included in the folk dances which are practiced on 
Thursday. 


Dancing 

One of a very few California schools to offer dancing in their curriculum, Sweet¬ 
water provides instruction in this interesting art. Classes in beginning and advanced 
dancing are held during the sixth and seventh periods. Many girls who wish to take 
advantage of this opportunity to learn to dance and to develop grace, prefer dancing 
to the regular exercise periods. Both the Dancing Club and the Pantomime Club are 
interested in dancing; the Pantomime Club has put on several entertainments which 
included both dancing and pantomime, and the Dancing Club, although just organ¬ 
ized, plans to do extensive work in dancing in the future. 

An event, which every year arouses the interest of those in the community, 
who support school activities, is the Dance Recital. This year the recital was spon¬ 
sored by the combined sixth and seventh period dancing classes and the Pantomime 
Club. The recital was presented on Friday evening, May 15, under the supervision 
of Miss Roberts. The main theme of the recital this year was the fairy tale, “Cinder¬ 
ella,’’ the story of which was presented in pantomime and included interesting dances. 
Other numbers of various types were a part of the program of this, the third annual 
recital presented by the department. Properties were lent by San Diego firms, and some 
of the settings were made by the Stagecraft class, under the direction of Miss van 
Barneveld.

Points were given this year for attending meetings, hiking, swimming, practicing 
with class teams and playing on a winning team. For receiving 250 points, a 
girl received an emblem, for 1000 points, a sweater. Letters and a class pennant were 
given those on the winning teams. One of the main activities of the Athletic club is 
sponsoring inter-class games which, this year, were volleyball and basketball. Since 
practice for these games was held at club meetings, only members of the club were 
on the teams. 

A St. Patrick’s Day party and several potluck suppers were enjoyed during the 
winter. Last year the girls were guests at a play day at Point Loma. This year, the 
Sweetwater club was hostess at a similar play day to girls from the different schools 
in the county, each school being privileged to send ten girls from its athletic club.

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Junior basketball 

Interest in basketball, especially the inter-class games, was aroused this year 
through the Athletic Club. The class team captains were chosen from the members 
of the Athletic Club, and they, in turn, chose their teams. Most of the girls on the 
teams had previously played on the volleyball teams. The players from both National 
City and Chula Vista practiced diligently and attended the three required practices. 
They were coached by Miss Roberts. 

The Junior team first defeated the Seniors; a week later, they forced the Sopho¬ 
mores to accept a rather close defeat. Although both games were close, the Junior 
forwards managed to make more baskets, with the excellent aid of the centers and 
guards. At the first game, the Juniors were cheered by the Sophomores and Juniors, 
and the Seniors by the Seniors; at the second, both teams were supported by only 
their own classmen. All three of the teams displayed splendid sportsmanship. 

Those on the Junior team, winning letters and class pennant, were as follows: 
forwards, Arline Lewis and Thelma Curtis; centers, Mildred Owen, captain, and 
Laura Ambron; guards, Louise Kaufman and Helen Strayer; subs, Marguerite Avas 
and Alice Raphael. The score for the final game, played March 16, was: Juniors 16, 
Seniors 11. 
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Junior volleyball 

The competition aroused by the playing of inter-class games is very valuable to 
the girls by training them in team work and forming in them the habit of playing a 
game just as it should be played. These qualities, as well as the actual exercises taken, 
fit the girls to become desirable citizens. Before inter-class games for girls were held 
at Sweetwater, volleyball, basketball and indoor baseball were considered by girls 
as mere entertainment, enjoyed during physical education periods. 

The captains of the teams this year were voted upon by the girls in the athletic 
club from the different classes. Practice was carried on at outdoor meetings of the 
Athletic Club and also at special periods. At these, the girls were coached by Miss 
Roberts. She helped them to improve their serving and returning, and also helped 
them to cooperate more when playing. 

The Junior team won the play-off, after defeating successively the Seniors and the 
Sophomores. Those playing on the winning team were Arline Lewis, captain; Jean¬ 
nette Hagar, Mildred Owen, Helen Strayer, Louise Kaufman and Ruth O’Connell. 
The scores for the final play-off, November 12, were: Seniors 0, Juniors 14; Seniors 15, 
Juniors 16. 
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Boys' physical education 

Whatever aids in producing good, strong, healthy citizens, such as are needed in 
every community, should be included in the curriculum of the schools in that com¬ 
munity. Boys who will be the future citizens of the Sweetwater Union High School 
district, or of some other community, are enrolled in this school, and this district 
will flourish in the future only if its citizens are developed physically as well as men¬ 
tally. 

In order to maintain and further the health of the students, therefore, a course of 
physical education has been made a part of the school curriculum. There are six 
periods of physical education during which every boy, who is not taking a period 
of athletics, is greatly benefitted by healthful exercise and sunshine. During one period 
of the day, attention is devoted to athletics—football, basketball, track and base¬ 
ball—each in its specific season. The athletic period plays its part in the development 
of the future citizens of our community, because the boys are trained to work to¬ 
gether in team-work. Athletics also develop a better school spirit, and implant deep 
in the minds of the boys that they should always fight to win. Likewise, such sports 
tend to make hardened, manly boys, overcoming their weak points as well as de¬ 
veloping their courage. 

Minor sports 

There are many sports and games, other than those developed during the athletic 
period, to which a great deal of attention is given during the year. Handball was 
the outstanding one, and, for the first time in Sweetwater’s history a handball 
tournament was staged this year by the physical education classes. Much interest 
was aroused in both contestants and spectators by the keen competition and skill 
that was displayed. Others of these sports are indoor baseball, golf, tennis and touch 
football. Touch football is extremely important, because it begins the boys’ training 
for next year’s football season by developing their ability to run, dodge, and handle 
the ball. The ends and backfields are especially benefited through the passing and 
kicking, while the center learns where and how to pass the ball back. Although golf 
is not played at the school, it arouses a great deal of interest in the school, because 
many of the boys and girls play it. A swimming team was organized this year, and 
was very successful in its activities. Boxing played a more important part in last 
year’s athletic program than it did in this year’s; however, there were several bouts 
in which the skill of Sweetwater’s entrants was generally acknowledged. 

The majority of these minor sports are as instrumental in developing the boys as 
are those played in the athletic period. One reason why they are somewhat better 
is that everyone can participate in the minor sports, while in the major sports only 
a limited number of the school’s most physically fit can take part. In this way the 
minor sports are more beneficial to those least fitted for athletics. It gives those who 
would not be given a chance in the athletic period a chance to develop themselves.
